London, June 6.—Lord Kitchener,
minister of war, with his sntire staff,
was lost whea the crulser Hampshire
was sunk by s Germam torpedo, or a
mine, north of Beotland,

This asnouncement was ofclally
made by the admiralty today.

It
Was acoepted as a fact that Kitchener
himsell was drowned.

England's Greatost Toes ,

The news of Bagland's greatest
persopal losa since the war, which
has stunped all England, already
®ardoned to shocks, was [ssued In
the following formal bulletin:

“The admiralty reporta with deep
regrot that the ship Hampshire, with
Lord Kitchener and his staff on
board, was suni last night about 8
o'clock off the Orkney Islands, by &
mine or a torpedo. Several hoats
wore seen to leave the ship. Heavy
soas were running, but patrol veasels
at onoce proceeded Lo the scene. The
whole shore has been searched from
Saward, but It Ia greatly feared there
ia little hope for any survivors. No
weport has yel been recelved from
the searching party on shore.”

No Barvivors Found

A later announcement from the ad-|
miralty sald that the searching par-
tien sent out in boats along the coast |
Bad found only bodles of the drown-
-od and one capsized boal, There wan
still the fainteat hope that poasibly
some might have reacked shore and
peocesded Inland In search of ald. On
account of the high sea, however, thia
was not considered llkely and the ad-
miralty did not encourage the hope
of any survivors being found,

En Route to Russia

It was stated that the Hampshire
was on her way to Russla, where
Kitchener was to hold conferences
with officials at Petrograd.
